Lettera to the Government. _ 

Correspondence relating-to’ the— West: 
River floods waa laid upon the table at the 
Legislative Council this afternoon. _ The 
first letter was, from H.B,M. ‘Consulate. 
General, at Canton, snd was in reply to 
Big Exccllenoy’s despatch of June 26 and 
atating that ho waa not at prosent in a 
Position to afford apy authoritative informa. 
tion concerning the Hoods ‘and consequent, 
famine in tho valleys of the -West and 
North Rivers. *°. .’ 

The Governor-Genoral, to whom he had 
applied for particulars of the areas in- 
undated, the number of people rendered 
destitute by the floods and the extent of 
the damaga done to the crops, had not as 
yet sent any ‘yoply, Reports.had been 
called for from the local officials in the 
districts affected. 

At a recent meoting of British and 
American missionaries in Canton a com. 
mittee was formed who had made arrange- 
ments ‘to sond throe parties, consisting 
each of one foreign missionary and reveral 
native ‘pastors, up ‘the West, North and 
East Rivers respectively, with instructions 
to investigate the conditions prevailing in 
those distr'cts. The. Consul General had 
beon promised a copy of their report, which 
was expected. in about thico weeks’ time, 

He had requested His Majesty's Consul 
at, Wuchow to furnish him with a report 
on the State of affairs in tho West River 
valley above Wuchow, and he would not 
fnil te transmit to His Excellency afl the 
information ho was able to obtain from the 
above-mentioned sources. 

BR. B.M. Cansulate-General, also on- 
| closed, for this Excellency’s perusal, a copy. 
of a letter reecived from Taotai Wen 
‘Tsung Yao, Secret to the Governor; 
General, together with w list in Chinose 
of the flooded districts in the West and 
North River Valleys. 

The letter was as follows :--Canton, 2nd 
Suly, 1908. Viceroy's Yamen, 

Dear Mr Fox,—As directed by you in 
your letter of the 30th ultimo, [send you 
herewith a list of the flooded districts in 
the West and North River Valleys, -as 
reported to the Viceroy by the - local 
Magistrates and the Deputies sent out by 
His Excellency to investigate the condition 
of the flooded districts. 

All the crops in these districts have been 
completely destroyed ‘and about a million 
people are ina destitute eondition which 
will last until tho next. crop comes revnd 
again ubout four months now. 

The Canton -Govertiment’ has sent a 
deputy with money and provisions to each 
of the flooded districts.to vo-operate with 
the local magistrate to give the sufferers 
as much relief as. possible.
